t^o engines ever resemble each 


cithfr, no mutter how carefully they 
may have been, built from the same 
plan, neither do any two drivers man- 
age tbslr engines precisely in the same 
way. We have in this instance an ex- 
cellent opportunity of comparing two 
different methods of driving. It is the 
driver's principal object to got tho re- 
quired amount of work out his engine 
with the smallest possible expenditure 
of eonl aud water. To obtain this re- 
sult tho steam must be worked expan- 
sively, which is done by placing Hie 
valvo gear in such a posi'tiou by means 
of the lever that (he supply of steam 
to the cylinders is cut off before the 
piston has accomplished its full stroke. 
There are two ways of controlling the 
tpeed of an engine worked, as all loco- 
lives are worked now, expansively. 
You may keep the regulator 
wide 


open, so that there is alwf^s a full sup 
ply of steam on its way to the cylinders, 
in which case you increase or dimin- 
ish tho speed l>y using the steam 
more or less expansively 
through 


the agency of the 
lever. Or yoi 


mav work with the same amount ot 
expansion throughout tho journe), and 
have command of tho engine by con 
Uaiitjy changing tho position of

regulator. There is no doubt that the 
men who employ the latter method 
save something by it—although this 
•would hardly soem to be the opinion oi 
the driver who is bringing us rapidly 
nearer to London, for unlike tho driver 
whom we accompanied on the daylight 
journey, his hand is not often on the 
regulator. 
As we rush on past count- 


less signals, punctual to the minute yet 
always having ample lime to slacken 
speed before we come to the places 
where tho different colored lights clus- 
ter thickest, we are reminded once 
more how much is required of an ex- 
press engineman besides a thorough 
acquaintance with the machinery no 
has to control. Traveling at night at a 
great speed, ho must know every inch 
of the road by heart—whore an incline 
begins and where it ends—and Iho ex- 
act spot at which every signal along 
Ihe lino may be lirst sighted. 
He must 


have completely mastered the working 
of tho traffic on both the up and down 
lines, nnd, above all, must be ready to 
art with the utmost promptitude should 
anything go wrong —Saturday Review.

The following extracts from the Election 


laws contain useful Information : 


Chapter 48,'Bevised Statutes, Section 65. Ev- 
ery person having resided in this State one 
year, la the county ninety dayg and In the 
election district thirty days next preceding 
any election therein, who was an elector In 
this Stute on tbe first day of April, In the year 
ot our Lord 1818, or obtained a certificate of 
iiaturall/.tttion belore any court of record In 
.this State prior to the nrst day of January, In 
the year ol our Lord 1870. or who shall be made 
a citizen of the United btates above the age of 
21 years, shall be entitled to vote at such elec- 
tionThat no pauper or Inmate of any county 
poor-houao, Insane asylum or hospital In this 
Utate shall, by virtue of his abode atauoh 
county poor-houso, Insane asylum or hospital, 
be deemed a resident or legal voter In the town, 
city, village or election district or precinct In 
which such poor-house, Insane asylum or hos- 
pital may bu situated; but every such person 
shall be deemed a resident of the town, city, 
village or election district or precinct In which 
he resided next prior to becoming an inmate 
of such poor-house, insane asylum or hospital. 
Sue. 00. Hoaldonce—A. permanent abode Is 
necessary to constitute a residence within the 
nieaniiiK ot the preceding section. 
SKU. 117. ABidaMt of Qualification—When- 
ever at any general or special election In any 
precinct, district, city, village, town or ward 
any person offering to vote is not personally 
known to the JuOyos of election to have the 
quahncaiions mentioned In the two precadtng 
sections, if his vote is challenged by a legal 
voter at such election, ho shall make and sub- 
scribe an affidavit In the following form, 
which elmil be retained by the judges of elec- 
tion, and returned by thorn with the poll books. 
[Here lollows the affidavit.j 
BKO. 08. Affidavit ot witness—In addition to 
such an affidavit the person so challenged 
shall produce a witness personally known to 
the judges of election and resident In the 
E 


reclnot (or district), or who shall be proved 
y some legal voter of such precinct or dis- 
trict, known to the judges to be such, who 
suall take the tollowiny oath, viz: 


IThen lollows the oath 1 
SEC 70. Convicts—Disqualification—No per- 
son who has been legally convicted of any 
crime, the punishment of which is confine- 
ment In the penitentiary, shall be permitted 
to vote at any election unless ho shall be re- 
stored to the right to vote by pardon.

The Hasty Kullnf» of the Bench In Trlali 


of Cantos. 


A well-known member of the bar has 


something to say in Every Other Sat- 
urday, in "Advice to Young Lawyers," 
about the hasty rulings of judges in the 
trial of cases. He cites several curious 
cases where he was himself acting as 
counsel. In one of them, tho Judge 
advised him to abandon his case, -which 
he did, and subsequently found out 
that ho had a perfect case, notwith- 
standing the Judge's advice. In an- 
other case Judge Bigclow peremptorily
